relieved. 
A dispatch from Pretoria, 


dated May 19, flays: "It waa officially 
announsed today that when the laagers 
and forta afound Mafeking had been 
severely bombarded the siege was aban- 
doned, a British force from the south 
taking possession of the place."

Unveiled in 
litb Elaborate Commemo- 


rative Ceremonies 


Washington, Moy 19—The statue of 


General Grant presented by the Grand 
Army of the Republic to the nation was 
unveiled in the great rotunda of the 
capital city today and elaborate cere- 
moniea commemorative of the event, 
were held in the hall of representatives 
in the presence of a vast concourse of 
people who included the widow, daugh- 
ter and descendenU of the hero of Ap- 
pomattox and hundreds of his com- 
rades in arms, officers, committee of G. 
A. R. and many persona of dlstin- 
tinguished military, political and so- 
ciety circles. 


The statue represent! the contribu- 


tions of thousands of hi* comrade* of 
the G. A. R. none of whom were al- 
lowed to subscribe more than 15 cents 
and is the result of a movement start, 
ed shortly after General Grant'i death 
at Mt. McGregor, July 1885. 


It fa the work of franklin Simmon*, 


American sculptor, l> of marble, heroic 
size and stand! on a granite pede«tal, 
emblazoned with the bronie seal of the 
G. A. R. and represent the grim old 
hero 
in 
full 
uniform of general, 


equipped for Held, with top boota and 
gauntlets, his cloak over his left arm, 
and the right hand reitlnv oa ta« bilt 
of hit iword. 


New York, May 19—Ahmed Pasha has 


arrived on the Auguste Victoria. 


It was repeatedly announced he would 


visit Washington for the purpose of 
arranging a settlement of the claims 
arising from the destruction of the 
property of American missionaries in 
Turkey. 


Tt'? ?«sta!ned bellowing and uproar 


of hundreds of thousands amazes the 
Englishman who ceases for!a moment 
to be an actor and becomes merely an 
observer. Sober, phlegmatic London is 
beside itself with emo«6n. 
Gusts of 


patiioti.<«n have set the town quivering 
twice or thrice before during the war; 
but nothing has quite equalled last 
i.lght's hundred square miles of almost 
furious demonstrations. It was a curi- 
ous thing for the onlooker to see solemn, 
grey-haired men tos» their opera hats 
into the air and Join in the hurricane of 
cheers when a wreath-crowned banner, 
with the portrait of Colonel Baden- 
Powell on it, was borne along Picca- 
eilly. Women in broughams waved 
Union Jacks out of the windows. Con- 
\entional family parties stopped at 
street corners to take part* in singing 
"God 
Save the Queen" and "Soldiers of 


the Queen." Everywhere were abandon, 
good feeling and an astonishing roar of 
human voices. 


It was all brought about by a 20-word 


telegram from Pretoria that Mafeking 
had been relieved. Although the gov- 
ernment has not a word, and although 
nothing confirmatory has been received 
from any African source except Pre- 
toria, nobody apparently questions the 
news. 


Colonel Baden-Pewell1* brother In 


London hate "recaiv*d a telegtain from a 
Dutch friend In Pretoria saying that 
Mafefclng *SB been relieved. 


Ten thousand people stood la front of 


Mrs. Baden-Powell's house In St. 
George's place, cheering: and singing; 
and a score of cabs brought congratula- 
tions. Miss Baden-Powell, the colonel's 
sister, s*id: "The Fame tale has been 
brought vu) many tUnea during the last 
anxious m6nths. The war office has 
promised us the darkest information. 
We only hope H te true." 


In unrestrained jubilation the prov- 


inces were not behind the metropolis. 
Although London had the start by a few 
minutes, the great industrial centers 
and Surrounding towns suddenly burst 
Into patriotic demonstrations.

While waiting fof stores at 
Kroonstad he Is using hie mutinied men 
to search a wide tract of country. Col- 
onel Broadwood occupied Lindley on 
Thursday and the same day Genera] 
Hutton captured one of the Bothas 30 
miles f r<Mn Kroonstad. General Rundle 
on Thursday encamped at Clocolan.

GERMAN ENCROACHMENTS 


Appear to Be on Very Large 


Scale in Central and South 


American Republics 


' Washington, May 19.—In view of the 
Moent Monroe doctrine speeches of Sec- 
retary Root and Senator Lodge, par- 
ticular interest attaches to the forth- 
coming bulletin from the bureau ot 
American republics, because of a page 
treating of the extent of German in- 
terests in the three Americas. This ar- 
ticle was prepai ed some time before

Will Endeavor to Have the 


t 


Government Aid in Ter- 


minating War 


, May ».—The three Boer 


peace cowmlartoaera. Messrs. Fischer, 
Wolraarans vat Weiwela, arrived here 
lour night, accompanied by the congres- 
sional and -citizens' committee, which 
escorted them from New York, and were 
Slven an enthusiastic reception. They 
•were escorted In carriages to the Arling- 
ton hotel. 
The avenue was Illumin- 


ated. 


At the hotel the envoys retired to their 


ioome for a while and later, with the 
reception committee, assembled in the 
banquet hall, where they were given an 
Informal reception. Congressman Sul- 
zer, the chairman of the reception com- 
mittee, introduced the envoys to those 
present and then made a brief addve&B, 
welcoming the visitor* to the capital in 
the name "of the Hberty-lovingr people 
of the greatest nation on earth." 


Delegate Fischer responded to the 


speech of •welcome. He referred to the 
cordial reception acoorded them In New 
York, to thetr vtsit here and to the sym- 
pathy of th* liberty-Sovmg people for 
them In their struggles. He thanked 
those present for their kindness and 
hoped to have the opportunity to show 
whether they deierved it or not. 


After retiring to their rooms Mr. 


Fischer briefly outlined to the »«pre- 
ewntattves of the prow what they hope 
to accomplish In the United States. 


"We are," he wUd, "iuppHed with cre- 


dentials from our government sand have 
full power to act in a diplomatic ca- 
pacity. It would not be proper for us at 
this time to say just what our course 
will be before we have taken steps to 
communicate with thoee with whom w« 
expect to deal. Welcome in the interest 
of peace and1'* cessation of the bloody 
wax now ragtag *n our country. We are 
engaged in a struggle with the country 
with which yoor nation was engaged 
over 100 years ago, and we feel that we 
will have the moral support at the peo- 
ple who fought for an«i love their liberty. 


"The Boers will not give up the strug- 


gle, there will be no surrender of what 
they regard tbeip-Just rights. The Boera 
are willing that this trouble shall be 
settled by anbrtrertion, and although an 
effort was matte to settle it in that way 
through the assistance of the United 
States before*he war began, it was with- 
out result. We are atttl willing that the 
trouble shall bq,settled by arbitration 
End will be willing to abide by the re- 
sult. We are anxious that the United 
States investigate the question of dif- 
ference between the Boer republic and 
Great Britain and use Its influence to 
put an end to the war. We hope also to 
get the moral sympathy of the people 
with us in the present emergency." 


The envoys listened with close atten- 


tion while a reporter of the Associated 
Press read to them the la-test dispatches 
from South Africa regarding the relief 
of Mafeking, the occupation of New- 
castle and the conferences of President 
Steyn with the Transvaal authorities 
Their opinions on these matters were 
kept to themselves, as they declined to 
enter into any general discussion re- 
garding the effects of the latest British 
successes. 


No arrangements have been made re- 


garding the reception of the envoys by 
the government. They are expected to 
sep. Secretary Hay first, and his course 
with reference to them will be con- 
trolled largely by the nature of their 
credentials. The probabilities are that 
they will be received as private citiens, 
acquainted in a semi-official manner 
with the progress of South African 
events.

Now, whatever 
the merits of the case upon which the 
Transvaal saw flt to declare war 
against Great Britain, there was be- 
tween the latter and the Orange Free 
State no quarrel. The Free Staters 
declared war simply aa allies of the 
Transvaal. The act may fcave been 
Judicious, it may, have been chlvalric, 
it may have been wholly admittable, 
but whatever else it may have been it 
was wholly voluntary, and they pro- 
ceeded Immediately to annex British 
territory. Now that, contrary to their 
nopea, the unprepared eondlWon of 
Great Britain in South Africa has not 
resulted In their victory and her hu- 
miliation, is if becoming to them, as 
men, to come whimpering to our peo- 
ple to lay the spectre they themselves 
have evoked?

CREW OF WOMEN FORMED. 


Tber 'Will Row tTadev Color* of the 


Columbian Ainociatlon. 


A number of young women of the 


East Boston district who are interest- 
ed in aquatics, have formed an eight 
oared crew to row under the colors of 
the Columbia Rowing association, Bays 
the New York World. Mrs. McQuillen 
Is one of the most popular young wom- 
en in East Boston and is well known 
in athletic circles. She is at present a 
member of the East Boston gymna- 
sium, witli which she has been con- 
nected for eight years. An eight oar 
crew of women, she thought, would be 
novel as well as interesting, for they 
are rarely seen, save at seminaries. 


Mrs. McQuillen has won many tro- 


phies in rowing contests. The crew, 
besides herself, is composed of Marga- 
ret Gardner, Winifred Norton, Win- 
nie Connolly, Alice Sullivan, Mattle 
Sullivan, Mary Kane and Mary Leg- 
gett. These young women are all mem- 
bers of the East Boston gymnasium 
and have been connected with it for 
many years. It is expected that they 
will begin earnest practice when the 
bathhouse at Wood Island park opens, 
which will be early In May. The crew 
will be coached by Thomas Foley of 
the Columbian 'Bowing association, 
who at one time was one of the best 
coaches in bis class. 


The young women have two shells, 


both of which were built by Davejr. 
The working boat in which the crew 
will practice is 65 feet-long and 3 feet 
wide and constructed of the best of 
white pine. Their racing boat is 63 
feet long. All the present members 
are good swimmers, not being afraid of 
the water. Mrs. McQuillen thinks her 
crew will soon get accustomed to shell 
racing. She intends issuing a chal- 
lenge to any eight oared crew of young 
women in the country after June 1. 


The uniforms of the crew are not 


the least interesting. They are of blue 
and white striped Jerseys, tights and 
short skirts.

In a day we should exhaust a small 


roomful, 10 feet long, 7 feet wide and 
10 feet high. 


For a year's supply we should require 


a reservoir or ball 100 feet square and 
a shade over 26 feet high, and the sup- 
ply for a long life of 80 years would be 
contained In a fcrge ball 1,000 feet 
long, 500 feet wMe and 42 feet high.—

FARRAR SHOOTS HIS 


WIFE AND RROTHER 


Enraged by Wife's Attempt 


to Secure Divorce and 


Refusal to Speak 


HELD UNDER $15,000 BAIL; 


DEFENSE WILL BE INSANITY 


Tragedy on Walnut Street Last Eve- 


ning. Farrar Ran to Woods. But 


was Quickly Caught. Wife's 


Condition Better Today. 


Bullet in Right Lung 


Louis Farrar shot hia wife, Nora, last 


evening with a 38 calibre revolver, in- 
flicting a wound which was at first 
thought to be surely fatal, and as a 
result of which Mrs. Farrar is now in 
a most critical condition. This was 
followed by the shooting of his brother, 
who was attempting to wrest the re- 
volver from him, inflicting only a 
slight flesh wound. 


Farrar then took to the fields in an 


effort to escape, which was frustrated 
by the promptness of several men in 
following 
him, bis capture coming 


about half an hour after the shooting, 
on Haskins' farm, half a mile south of 
the place where the shooting occurred. 


The shooting was the result of Far- 


rar's anger at the continued refusal of 
his \v if e to speak to him. Three months 
ago he was sent to jail for assaulting 
her, and during his imprisonment she 
entered a suit for divorce 
on the 


ground of cruelty, and on his release 
May 5, he returned to find that she re- 
fused to live with him, and would not 
speak to him. In addition to this, he 
claims that lie was not allowed to speak 
to or see his two little children. 


The shooting was the culmination of 


a final attempt on his part to have a 
talk with his wife. Angered beyond 
control by her refusal to answer him, 
he drew a revolver that be had secured 
the night before, and fired three shots, 
one taking effect on his wife, and one 
on his brother. 


Jtefeiue Will be Insanity 


Farrar was brought into court this 


morning and arraigned on the charge 
of assault with intent to murder. He 
was not required to stand, as his1 coun- 
sel, A. M. Robinsoa and J. H. Mack. 
waived the reading of the charge and 
entered a plea of not guilty. 


Then followed a discussion as to 


bail. Lawyer Aslhe, who atroesra for 
the 
commonwealth, requested that 


Farrar be held without bail, on account 
of the probobility that the crime would 
prove to be murder or at least man- 
slaughter. The defense asked that bail 
be fixed, and this was finally1 done, the 
amount being- 'placed at $15,000, which 
of c urse Farrar had no means of se-

the intent to murder can be clearlv 
shown, the crime would be

should Mrs. Farrar die at any time as 
a result of the bullet wound. 


Mm. Farrar Better TbU Morning 


Mis. Farrar was slightly improved 


this morning. She passed a night that 
was quiet, and was kept partially un- 
der the influence of opiates. Her con- 
dition this morning was better than 
had been anticipated, and she seemed 
to have more strength, having par- 
tially recovered from the shock. No 
attempt was made to reach the bullet, 
as she was still In a critical state. 


The doctors couM not say wKat the 


outcome would be. The fact t&at she 
lived through the night was of course 
ground for belief that she might pos- 
sible recover, and there waa a hoi>eful 
feeling among the memitfers of the fa- 
mily. The bullet Is supposed) to be in 
the right lung, however, afld there is 
the possibility Jt a sudden turn few 
the worse at any moment. 


•lory of the Shooting 


The affair happened shortly 
after 


6.30 o'clock. Mrs. Farrar has been 
working in the Beaver mill, and was on 
her way home from work. 
She has 


been living at the home of her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. McLory Bird, on Walnut 
street, and had to pass the house of 
Farrar's parents, Mr. and Mrs. Nathan 
Farrar, also of Walnut street, where 
her husband has been staying since 
his release from jail. 


She was accompanied on her way 


home by her sister, Rachel, and a 
neighbor, Minnie Dudley, both of whom 
worked in the mill with her. As they 
reached the Farrar house, which is 
about 25 rods below the Bird house and 
on the opposite side of the street, Louis 
Farrar approached her. 


Mr». Farrar was walking between her 


two companions, and when her hus- 
band spoke to her she turned away 
from him. He followed her, saying 
that he would make her flay something 
to him anyway. With this he drew 
from his pocket the revolver. At sight 
of this his wife screamed, and ran into 
the yard toward the Farrar house for 
protection. 


Her Rcream called the attention of 


Leonard Farrar, brother of LoulR, to 
the affair, and he n»be4 toward hia 
brother. Just M h* raaokfed the lat- 
a 


ter, Louii fired at his wife, but the bul- 
let vent wlda of the mark. 


In a second Leonard had veiled Louis, 


and was trying to get the revolver from 
him. 
Seeing that her husband wai 


held, Mrs. Farrar started back, passing 
the two brothers, and ran up the road 
toward her own house. 


Louis struggled fiercely, and succeed- 


ed in breaking away from his brother, 
running after his wife, Leonard fol- 
lo^ed in Instau pursui*. but before he 
could stop the husband, the latter had 
come close to his wife and flred point 
blank at her from behind. The bullet 
entered just below the right shoulder 
blade, and she staggered for a moment 
and fell. 


As the shot was flred, Leonard again 


grappled with his brother, and Louis 
turned and aimed the revolver at him. 
The shot took effect in the right side 
of the neck, passing- out at the other 
side. The wound was-only a flesh, and 
not serious, although the bullet went 
within an inch of the spinal column, so 
that in reality the escape was a re- 
markable one. 
Undaunted by this, 


Leonatd kept his hold on the would-be 
murderer, and soon had secured posses- 
sion of the weapon. Louis however, 
escaped, and ran south beyond the 
houses disappearing from sight. 


The Flight and the C*ptnr« 


All this had happened within a few 


seconds of time, but the alarm was 
quickly given, and several started in 
pursuit of Farrar. The two who fol- 
lowed most closely were Lawrence 
Major and Joseph Bevier. The latter 
knew Farrar, while Major did not, so 
that Bevier acted as guide. 


They followed Farrar down to State 


street, then up through the fields be- 
yond the house occupied by Mr. Ballou, 
and onto the Haskins farm. There, 
•with the occupants of the farm, they 
caught up with Farrar, Bevier pointing 
him out to Major, who is a very large 
man. When caught, Farrar started to 
resist, but was overpowered in the 
grasp of the powerful Major, and quick 
ly brought to submission. 
( 


The two pursuers marched Farrar 


back toward the city, meeting on the 
way Officer Rosasco, in whose charge 
Farrar was at once placed. He was 
brought immediately to the police sta- 
tion and locked up. 


ABte-IQoricm Taken 


Meanwhile Mrs. Farrar had been 


hftlped to her father's house, only a 
short distance above where she fell, 
and doctors were sent for. Drs, Staf- 
ford and Mlgnault responded, and 
found her in a critical condition. The 
bullet entered the right lung, and she 
was suffering greatly from the shock 
as well as from the wound. The shot 
tad evidently been flred from directly 
behind her. A hasty examination was 
made, but her condition would not 
allow any attempt to locate the bullet. 
She was 1-ept under the Influence of 
opirtes during the night. 


As, soon as possible after the shooting, 


Oh.ef D-nneen and City Solicitor Ashe 
visited the Bird house, and took the 
ante mortem statement of the wounded 
woman, as it was thought at thot time 
that she could not live through the 
night. 


Leonard Farrar was able to be out 


and around immediately after 
the 


shooting, end will not be kept from 
\\ork more than a day or so. 
' Farrmr's Hate For Father-ln-Law 
When taken to the 
t>olice station. 


Farrar did not seem to regret hia crime 
greatly, and on the way to the station 
he la-ushed several times. He was seen 
in his cell by a Transcript reporter 
soon after he was locked UD and al- 
though he inquired somewhat eagerly 
as to the condition of his wife, he 
showed little feeling of soirow. His 
great emotion seemed to be of resret 
that he had shot his wife instead of 
her father. 


"I wish it had been the old man," 


was almost his first statement, re- 
ferring' to Mr. Bird. When asked what 
he meant^ Farrer said, "Tie old man 
was responsible for the whole thing. 
Be wag the <me who kept her from, me, 
and wouldn't let me see my children." 
In answer to questions he said he was 
sure that his wife would hav returneJ 
to him1 Jf she had been allowed to do so. 


Farrar said he borrowed the revolver 


the night before of 
hiss next 
door 


neighbor, William Mullett. The cart- 
ride?ee he bought yesterday morning, 
the box being found inrhls clothes whel • 
he was searched. 


When asked why he bororwed the 


revolver, he said it was because he 
expected to have a talk with Mir. Bird 
as soon as possible. "Then you were 
going to shoot Mr. Bird?" aeked the 
reporter? 
"Onlx in self 
defense." 


said Farrar, He said he had been told 
that Mr. Bird had made threats against 
him, 
and carried a revolver, and that 


he meant to see his father-in-law and 
have the whole family trouble talked 
over, he wanted to be prepared to de- 
fend himself. 
Several times during 


the interview Farrar expressed him- 
seK as disappointed that he had shot 
the wran1: person. 


Farrar was interviewed by Chief 


Dinneen and City Solicitor AsKe. and 
confessed the entire shooting. To them 
he gave as his only excuse that he did 
it on the impulse of the moment. 


Unhappy m»mcd Mfe 


Louis: Farrar and Nora Bird were 


married on August 25, 1894. The cere- 
mony was performed in H'oosick Falls, 
N. Y., but their home had always been 
hjerr^ 
According to thfe statements 


Of Mrs. Farrar's suit for libel, heir hus- 
han'd had been cruel to ner on difter- 
•ent instances. 
The only case that 


reached the notice of the public waa 
on February 3 of this yiear, wnen Far- 
rar waa arrested for scaldins his wife 
with boiling water from a kettle. He 
was found guilty and sentenced to 
three months in Pittsfleld jail. 


He was released ffom 
there, two 


weeks ago tomorrow, and on coming 
back to the city, found that his wife 
waa living at the home of her parents. 
With her two children, and refused to 
see him. The children are five and two 
and a Half years old, and Farrar 
seemed much attached to them. He 
went to the home of his parents to 
live, and returned to work at the Can- 
edy-Clark shoe shop. 


He made a number of attempts to see 


his wife during the two weeks, but she 
refused to recognize him. He was not 
allowed to see his children, either, 
and saya that the only time has has 
seen them was when he saw them at 
play near hia wife's home. 


Yesterday Farrar did not go to work. 


Little was known of his wheeabooits 
all day long, but It wm .ipparent that 
he had been drinking, ns hp had on tho 
day when he scalded his wife. A mys- 
terious t>art of tho shooting was that 
no one had seen him around there, and 
did not know he was in the vicinity 
till he appeared beilde bl>-wUe to the 


road. He said afterwards to a re- 
porter that he had been waiting in 
hi* father's houae for his wife to come 
by, but his mother said he had not 
been la the house for some time. It 
wa» quite evident that he had placed 
the loaded revolver in hia pocket, and 
then waited till he knew his wife must 
pass the place. 


After the shooting Leonard Farrar 


gave the revolve* to William Mullett, 
its owner, and from him the officers 
took it. When secured by the officers, 
two chambers of the five were filled, 
showing that only three shots were 
fired, although several who were near 
said they thought there were four. 


fWr». Farrar Defend* Son 


Mr. and Mrs. Farrar, the parents of 


the young man who did the shooting, 
are well known and highly esteemed 
by their neighbors 
Mrs Furrar last 


night talked to a Transcriot reporter 
of her son's crime. She blamed it on 
his physical condition, in addition to 
the attitude of his wife's family. She 
said that Louis had an internal abcess, 
which she beli&v-ed to be abtess of the 
brain, and' which seemed to have af- 
fected his mind. Dunn? the two weeks 
since he has been out of jail she has 
been compelled to get uy several times 
in the nirht to car&f or him, as he 
seemed to be almost out of his head. 


During- these spells he had repeatedly 


called out for his children, that he 
wanted to see them, and that he was 
going to see them, no matter what the 
penalty. 


Mrs. 
Farrar said that Louis seemed 


penitent after being released from jail, 
and that he had attended a number of 
meetings of the Rescup mission. His 
wife also attended the meetings, and 
when he tried to speak to her at them, 
she Ignored him. 


Mrs. Farrar was almost heart broken 


at the £eed of her son. and could ac- 
count for it in ro other way than by 
his diseased! mental condition. 
She 


thought the conduct of his wife's pa- 
rents drove her son to desperation. 


Can*ed much Excitement 


The news of the shaotinsr soread with 


remarkable rapidity through the city, 
and caused great excitement. It was 
remarked by several that the excite- 
ment over the affair was even greater 
than that over the Reed murders, and 
far greater than that over the last tra- 
gedy of the kind, the Bamford mur- 
der and suicide. Great crowds gather- 
ed about the police station, and about 
the Bird and Farrar homes. 


One peculiar feature of it was that 


the police were not notified. The first 
that was known of it was when the 
crowds were seen going up Walnut 
street by an officer. An investigation 
was at once made, and within a few 
minutes the sr-olice force had been set 
at work to find Farrar. His prompt 
capture was due to the nerve and judg- 
ment of the two men who 
followed 


him so closely, before the police had 
received word of it, but from Ihe mo- 
ment that the affair was known, ttf* 
police force had been disposed fa the 
best advantage for the capture. 


State Officer Dunham, 'Who has been 


here working on the Reed case, was 
at the police station, and took notes 
of the affair, in case the district attor- 
ney's office should have it to handle.
